RAILWAY, PIER, ETC.—Honduras.—We are informed 
that the North Coast & Olancho Valley R. R. Co., 300 
Fidelity Bldg., Philadelphia, Pa., will probably soon begin 
the construction of its line from Port Burchard, on the 
north coast, to El Dorado, on the Paulaya River, about 40 
miles. There will be required a two-span steel bridge 43) 
ft. long, besides smaller structures and an ocean pier at 
Port Burchard to be 800 ft. long built on screw piles in six 
fathoms of water. The company will be granted nine 
square miles of land for each mile of road, the land to 
be turned over to the company on the completion of each 
15-mile section of line. This company was incorporated 
in May with a capital of $750,000 by Chas. D. Cramp, J. H 
Hamilton and others of Philadelphia, and Jas. P. Hosmer, 
of New York. The railway is being built in conjunction 
with the plantation of the American Tropical Planting 
Co., 310 Fidelity Bidg., Philadelphia, recently incorporated 
with a capital of $1,000,000. The road will pass through 
rich timber and mineral properties. The plantation com- 
pany owns 5,000 acres of land on the north coast and 
running back to the foothills of the Cordilleras. The land 
secured by the railway company on the completion of 
the line, in all about 115.000 acres, will be used for col- 
onizing purposes.

RAILWAY.—Ecuador.—The James P. McDonald Co., 35 
Nassau St., New York, N. Y., who has the contract to 
build a railway from Guayaquil to Quito, is said to be 
seeking to engage 5,000 Jamaican laborers. Through 
Chimbo Pass, 9,000 ft. above sea level, the G. & Q. Ry. 
Co. runs to a high plateau of the Andes with an average 
elevation of 10,000 ft. The miles of road thus far con- 
structed run through a rich and fertile valley, almost 
directly under the equator. From Guayaquil, the seaport 
of Ecuador, the distance is about 300 miles, and the rail- 
way will open a large coal region. The company which 
obtained the railway concessions also received the right to 
establish financial institutions. It was formed several 
years ago and incorporated under the laws of New Jersey 
Subsidies were said to have been promised to the develop- 
ment company that would more than offset the cost of 
building the railway. A small section of 65 miles from 

yuayaquil to the foot of the mountains was built by Span 
ish capital seyeral years ago and is now in operation. The 
franchise of the entire road was given by the government 
for 75 years. The government of Ecuador required a de- 
posit of $500.000 as a security for its concessions. Fur-
